record of the years. Too many of 
us have allowed ourselves so to be- 
come. We have not had peace. Rev- 
olutions. of colonial peoples have 
followed one after the other. 


Communism came to power on 
the massive mainland of China. 
There was a harsh, bloody war 
in Korea. In Africa there were, 
and are, mass movements to- 
avard a little-understood status 
called freedom. Tensions came 
and went like fevers between 
us, Peiping and Moscow. 

In the United Nations the 
Russians often made mockery 
of its intent. They abused use 
of the veto power. They violat- 
ed the agreements made at 
Yalta. They used the UN delib- 
erations as a sounding board 
for propaganda. (But they nev- 
er left it.) 

It would be easy—almost too 
easy—to be cynical about the 
United Nations in the light of 
that side of the record. There 
are those who are. Many organ- 
izations and individuals demand 
we withdraw from it. 


Short Memories 


Their memories are short. 

The great fact about the 
United Nations is that it is 
there. The Russians are repre- 
sented at the anniversary. No 
member has abandoned it. [If 
one wishes carefully to add up 
the score there are many ac- 
complishments in the asset col- 
umn. Perhaps the greatest was 
Korea. 

There were lesser military 
successes by the UN. Among 
them were the early withdraw- 
al of Russian troops from north 
Iran and the truce in Palestine. 

One of the misfortunes of the 
UN has been that its really 
profitable advances are not well 
known. We have been so pre- 
occupied with war and the 
threat of it spreading around 
the world, we have not had time 
to note United Nations members 
co-operating in advancing 
health, agriculture, education, 
and the techniques of interna- 
tional co-operation. 


We, the United States, had 
world responsibility thrust upon 
us. Perhaps we were not ready 
for it. No nation ever is. But 
the crowded history of these 10 
years since the U.N. was formed 
in San Francisco show we shoul- 
dered the load. 


There were times when we 
seemed about to drop it. Many 
voices? cried for us to .do so. 
But we kept it on our backs, 
costly and onerous though it 
was. And is. And none deserves 
more credit than President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. Not once 
has he faltered in his support of, 
and belief.in the principles of 
the United Nations. 


Anniversary Session 


The anniversary session at 
San Francisco comes as a sort 
of prologue to the Big Four 
meeting in Geneva. 


The Russians, weeks ago, and 
again at San Francisco, have 
tipped us off as to their pro 
gram. They have learned that 
all over the world there is a 
great revulsion against the idea 
of war. They apparently do not 
believe their own people, plagued 
by food shortages, would support 
one. They are aware of how 
completely the peoples of Asia 
have accepted the propaganda 
of peace. 


So, sensing how weary the 
world is of the idea of war, 
they have moved quickly to get 
as much of the Worla as possible 
on their side. This explains their 
many moves of conciliation. 


Sen. William Knowland, long 
an opponent of any talks with 
the Russians, apparently senses 
this. He has urged the Presi- 
dent to go to Geneva with a 
platform and program for world 
peace. 

The Russians, running with the 
ball of peace, have stumbled in 
their negotiations with Japan 
about prisoners.

Tax Equalization 


A Must for Schools 


GEA and other school groups are 
meeting with the State Department of 
Education to discuss how the additional 
funds voted by the Legislature last week 
will be spent. The fact that the Assembly 
did not vote the full amount for educa- 
tion originally sought will have consid- 
erable bearing on the final decision. 

School teachers deserve a raise in pay. 
Certainly the pay standards set up by 
the Minimum Foundation Program should 
be ‘met if it is at all possible. The pay 
scales set up under the so-called Thrasher 
Plan were higher but this plan was de- 
feated largely on the prodding of school 
groups themselves. 

Educators throughout the state should 
think seriously about some of the features 
of this Thrasher Plan that must be put 
into effect through the years if the state 
is to fulfill adequately its responsibili- 
ties to education. They cannot expect to 
continue some of the luxuries whose cost 
affects the entire education program. 

The Thrasher Plan might have been a 
little drastic to apply suddenly but its 
principles are sure to find their way into 
the educational setup in the years to come. 

For instance, one county complained 
that the plan would cost its school sys- 
tem 50 teachers. The immediate conclu- 
sion to be drawn from that is that the 
county has too many teachers for the 
number of pupils enrolled in its schools. 
It is obviously a county that has failed to 
consolidate its small, uneconomically op- 
erated schools and the cost of maintain- 
ing them is borne by the whole education- 
al program of the state. 

The county also complained that under 
the Thrasher Plan it would have to put 
up more money per pupil in order to get 
the increased per pupil allotment from 
the state. Its taxpayers would have had 
to pay 15 mills on a 50 per cent evalua- 
tion of the county tax digest. Today this 
digest is based on a 20 per cent evaluation. 

Some counties have had to raise prop- 
erty evaluations to as high as 60 and 70 
per cent in order to bear the cost of their 
schools. It seems highly unfair to those 
counties to be forced to uphold forever 
these inequities that add so much to the 
state’s total school bill. 

Tax equalization to equalize local 
support for schools and further consoli- 
dations to cut down costs are basic to 
meeting the state's long-time educational 
needs. The changing Georgia economy is 
a fact and the educational system must 
keep pace with it.

A Requiem for Peron? 


Rumors out of Argentina are running 
true to form. They follow the pattern of 
other revolts against other dictators who 
have been too many years.in office. 

In the Argentine the army seems to 
have taken over. Gen. Franklin Lucero, 
who calls himself “commander in chief 
of the forces of repression,” is signing 
the communiques, and not dictator Juan 
Peron. 

Gen. Lucero: has called for a return 
to order following the revolt of the navy 
and the marines against Peron. He denies 
defections of the army in the provinces, 
almost certainly a sign that there is trou- 
ble within the ranks of the army itself. 

Peron is quiet. He has maintained him- 
self in power by the help of the army 
and the workers, but currently the army 
is the only voice heard through the Ar- 
gentine censorship. 

It is beginning to appear that Peron 
is through, and that the army is in com- 
plete control. Peron probably will sur- 
vive as a captive of the army for a while 
to come, but the power has passed from 
him to Argentina’s officer caste. 

Peron’s history has come full cycle. 
To maintain himself in power he has ex- 
ploited class against class. He has silenced 
the press whenever the press has been 
critical. In a final move to bring Argen- 
tina under his absolute control, he at- 
tempted to deprive the church of its an- 
cient privileges. That was the spark that 
started the fire. 

Few dictators die in power and in 
bed. To maintain themselves it is neces- 
sary to assume one power after another. 
Finally, the patience of the nation snaps. 

So it seems to have happened in Ar- 
gentina, as it has happened before in 
Cuba, Guatemala, Venezuela, and long 
before that, in the Roman Empire.

A Cordial Mr. Molotov 
Appears Out of Character 


It perhaps is just wishful thinking, 
‘but the strange behavior of Seviet For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov since he 
arrived in this country last week has given 
new impetus to the hope that Russia is 
now ready to make genuine concessions 
to end the cold war. 

Acting almost like an American poli- 


' 


tician, Mr. Molotov’s actions on a train 
trip across the country looked like a 
staged affair. The usually taciturn and 
tough old Communist has been scatter- 
ing smiles and kind words in what for 
him appears to be wild abandon. 

The Russians do not dispense cordial- 
ity without a deliberate intent. So what 
is the purpose behind this obviously 
planned affair of Mr. Molotov? 

Many diplomats now believe that the 
Soviet Union is deliberately seeking peace 
and that the new leaders dare trying to 
retrieve whatever is possible from the 
bankrupt Stalin policies. They believe, 
too, that the Russians are seeking ways for 
a graceful retreat in Germany and to re- 
vive trade and normal relations with the 
West. 

At any rate, Mr. Molotov’s mission 
seems to be to set the stage for the forth- 
coming Big 4 Conference by convincing 
the American people that the Russians are 
not so bad and unreasonable after all. 
While that offers hope for real achieve- 
ments at the conference, much still must 
be spelled out. 

His reaction to President Eisenhower's 
speech and his own policy address before 
the U.N. anniversary observance will pro- 
vide other hints of just what the Russians 
are up to. Experience tells us to be wary.

State’s Forest Potential 


Is Still To Be Realized 


Landowners in 25 Georgia counties 
set out more than a million tree seedlings 
per county during the 1954-55 planting 
season, a report by the Georgia Forestry 
Commission reveals. And the state’s lead- 
ing cotton county, Burke, led in plantings 
with 3,190,240 slash, 196,500 loblolly and 
10,000 longleaf pines. . 

Jenkins, Charlton, Dodge, Lowndes 
and Camden each planted more than 2,- 
000,000 trees. In all, more than 90,000,- 
000 trees were planted in the state. 

This is good news but the rate of 
planting is not nearly fast enough, accord- 
ing to Agricultural Extension Service 
Foresters C. Dorsey Dyer and Nelson 
Brightwell. In a booklet issued this week 
they point out that Georgia forests are 
producing at only one-half of their 
capacity. 

In other words, Georgia forests could 
produce twice as much as they are now 
producing if woodlands are handled prop- 
erly. Timber harvesting methods, for one 
thing, are poor. The amount of available 
saw timber in the state is down in vary- 
ing degrees in every section except the 
extreme southern portions of the state. 

In fully two-thirds of the state, the 
amount of available saw timber is down 
from 38 to 49 per cent from 18 years ago 
and the growing stock volume on the 
average woodland acre in Georgia is only 
seven cords. These foresters point out that 
it should be at least 15 cords. 

Georgia forests have a potential of 
wealth that is being neglected badly. 
While revenue from woodlands is consid- 
erable, it is possible to see that it can be 
doubled, even tripled. 

Too many of our woodland acres are 
stocked with scrub oaks, scrub pines and 
other trees that are difficult to market. 
Too many of our forest acres are still 
periodically ravished by fire. 

By all means, let’s continue our ef- 
forts to improve our forestry methods 
through education, through state ‘and 
county efforts and through constant pro- 
motion of reforestation.

U.S. Aid to Great Britain Will Bein Form 
Of Surplus Commodities and Defense Items 


Atlanta — Georgia Spotlight on 
television last week included an 
attack. on the administration's 
foreign aid program, and refer- 
ence was made to the fact that 
although *Great Britain had a 
revenue surplus last year and the 
United States had a large deficit, 
Great Britain is to receive from 
the United States about $120,000,- 
000 in aid during 1955. Put thus 
baldly, the situation does appear 
to be rather fantastic, so perhaps 
the following explanation of the 
circumstances in which this aid 
is being accepted by Great Brit- 
ain will not be untimely. 


(1) Practically the whole of the 
$120 million worth of aid which 
Great Britain expects to receive 
in the course of this year will be 
in form of surplus agricultural 
commodities, and the United 
States is at least as anxious to 
get rid of some of these as Great 
Britain is to receive them. 

(2) The counterpart funds in 
sterling derived from this com- 
modity aid will almost all be 
devoted to strengthening the Roy- 
al Air Force, i.e., among other 
things, to providing more effec- 
tive defenses for United States 
air bases in Britain in the event 
of war. 

(3) As President Eisenhower 
said in his message to Congress 
on April 21, on foreign aid: ‘‘The

Just at this time, when the state 
is having ‘‘growing pains,” be- 
cause of its financial condition, is 
not time to advocate expanding the 
school system to include junior 
colleges. That must come later. 

But neither is it the proper time 
to even.consider abolishing the 
12th grade in our high schools.

Yesterday I was saying that when I pray 
another person: (1) It helps me because through 


my prayer God's spirit and strength can come > gf 


into my own heart; (2) The fact that someone is praying for 


gives 


you strength and a feeling of a real support. 


Once during a difficult time in 
England's history, Cromwell wrote 
his admirals at sea: “You have 
a plentiful stock of prayers going 
up for you daily, which is to us 
and I trust will be to you, a matter 
of great encouragement.” I know 
a lot of people who are praying: 
for me and for each one I am 
deeply grateful. 


Recently some people in another 
church were telling me some of 
the faults of their pastor. 1 told 
them of how St. Paul asked his 
churches to pray for him. In fact, 
he asked for prayers in every let- 
ter he wrote, except to the back- 
slidden church of Galatia. 


It helps anyone to know some- 
body is praying for him or her. 

(3) When I pray for another per- 
son, it inspires me to do what I 
can to help that person. And quite 
often the effort of the person pray- 
ing is enough to answer the prayer. 
For example, suppose I pray for 
someone who is sick. It may be 
that a contributing factor in that 
sickness is that the sick person is 
lonely, discouraged and has lost 
the will to live.

and if he have committed sins, 
they shall be forgiven him..., 
pray one for another.”’

The post-World War II “baby 
boom”’ will bring an enrollment in- 
crease Of approximately 1,500 stu- 
dents to Fulton County schools next 
year. 

That was indicated Monday in 
Fulton County School Supt. Paul 


Board of Education. 

The report showed the county 
school system during the 1954-55 
school year with an enrollment 
increase of 1,300 students over 
the previous year, most of it com- 
ing in the lower elementary 
grades. 

Enrollment for the year to- 
talled 20,935, compared to 19,862 
for the previous school year. The 
former figuré, however, does not 
include about 300 county high 
school students who are enrolled 
in city schools. 

J. D. Wootan, administrative 
assistant to West, explained the 
schools are just beginning to 
‘“‘feel’’ the post-World War II 
birth rate increase, and will feel 
it even stronger next year. 

The enrollment of 2,756 in the 
first grade—highest for any grade 
in the county schools—illustrates 
the enrollment of the postwar 
babies in schools, Wootan pointed 
out. Next year’s first-grade en- 
rollment is expected to hit 3,000, 
while total enrollment is expected 
to be about 22,500. 

Comparison of enrollments of 
the first and 12th grades also 
points up another school system 
problem—need for more class- 
rooms. While the first grades 
had an enrollment of more than 
2,700, there were only 645 in the 
12th grades—meaning there were 
more children entering schools 
than getting out. 

Since schools are just beginning

A bit of enterprising bidding 
led declarer into a slam contract 
which at first sight seemed rea- 
sonable enough, but when trumps 
failed to break, South seemed to 
have a dead horse on his hands. 
With a bit of persistence, how- 
ever, he was able to work it out. 
South opened with one diamond, 
and when North decided to tem- 
porize with a bid of one heart, 
he showed the minimum nature 
of his hand by a rebid of one no 
trump. North had already decided 
on a gambling bid of six dia- 
monds, so his next call, three 
clubs was made for strategic pur- 
poses. 

From his position it seemed 
that a lead of a club would be 
least desired by declarer, so he 
made his game forcing bid in that 
suit in an effort to inhibit the 
lead. South, because of the min- 
imum nature of his hand, was 
inclined to rebid three no trump, 
then decided that if North really 
had an honest two-suiter, it would 
be indiscreet to conceal the club 
support, so he offered a single 
raise and North considered it 


West opened with the queen of 
spades; declarer won and played 
two high trumps. There was noth- 
ing to suggest finessing for the 
queen with nine trumps. Had dia- 
monds broken, declarer’s anxie- 
ties would have been virtually at 
an end but now he saw prospects 
were dim since a club loser ap- 


‘Heroic efforts were required 
and declarer started out to give 
it the old college try. All efforts 
must be directed toward forcing 
a lead away from the king of 
clubs through an end play. 

He cashed ace and king of 
hearts, ruffed a heart in his hand, 
then ruffed a spade in dummy, 
and ruffed another heart in his 
own hand, establishing the fifth 
heart in dummy. He then ruffed 
his remaining spade and when 
East’s king fell, there appeared 
a glimmering ray of hope. In the 
absence of a false card, East’s 
remaining cards—with the excep- 
tion of the queen of diamonds— 
were all clubs. 

Declarer gave up the lead with 
dummy’s remaining trump and 
East, in with the queen of dia- 
monds, was left without choice as 
to the return. The club lead was 
taken by declarer’s queen and 
dummy was high.

Extremes in Weight 


Prove Unattractive 

A man or woman with the 
most attractive figure usually is 
of average or normal weight. The 
modern young athlete in top form 
is slightly below the average. 
Spareness characterized the 
knights of old and the Roman 
gladiators, while the Spartans 
considered ‘a lean body of out- 
standing value. 

Extremes in weight are unat- 
tractive. In this respect the 
looks of a fatty are just as dis- 
pleasing as are those of a person 
who is thin as a lath. 

The Jack Spratt type of build 
rarely typifies endurance and 
well-being; it fails to provide suf- 
ficient reserve. Few thin indi- 
viduals possess extraordinary 
strength. 

Many underweights resemble 
their parents, not only in features 
but in form, disposition and men- 
tal powers. Marked emaciation 
usually goes with irritability, 
nervousness, excessive sweating, 
and rapid fatigability. 

Gaining weight may be just as 
difficult as losing it. Most pliy- 
sicians tackle the problem by 
going over the heart, lungs, kid- 
neys, and all vital organs to find 
out if the individual is healthy. 
Attention is then directed toward 
the main issue, food. 

A large appetite seldom is en- 
countered in the thin although 
it exists when only a fraction of 
what is consumed is absorbed by 
the body. The diet must be well 
balanced and contain all the nec- 
essary elements, vitamins and 
minerals. 

If the man or woman is never 
hungry, small meals every two 
or three hours is the answer plus 
generous amounts of vitamin B 
complex. The quantity at each 
feeding often does not exceed 
four to five ounces. 

If milk is distasteful, numerous 
modifications may be tried such 
as peptonized milk, soft curd, 
buttermilk, eggnog, cottage 
cheese, or custard.

Hospital wards, by definition, aren’t the most cheer. . 


ful places in the world. 


No matter how sunny the nurses’ smiles, no matter 
how bright the flowers, there are still overtones of pain 
and sickness in the atmosphere. 


Sometimes, the actual ap- 
pearance of a ward intensifies 
the feeling of suffering—what 
with walls dingy and bare of 
pictures, and curtainless win- 
dows. 

Sort of gives a visitor—not to 
mention a patient—a definite 
sensation of ‘‘how gloomy can 
you get?”

But not at Grady Hospital's 
children’s ward. At least, not 
any more.

And a new gray sofa, cov- 
ered with a virtually childproof, 
fabric, offers a resting place for 
visitors and staff while they wait 
for the elevator to make its 
slow ascent. 

The entire redecorating proj- 
ect, which transformed the de- 
pressingly drab ward into just 
about the sunniest spot in the 
hospital, was supervised by 
Mrs. Edith Hills. 

Mrs. Hills, who donated her 
time to the project, kept an 
eagle eye on the redecoration— 
even to personally mixing just 
the right shade of paint for the 
hospital painters. 

The 16 new prints are dona- 
tions too.
